iJutalicd Aci'ount of the ClriruiuBtauces Whlrli 
Uavit Rise to It. 

(IIT.VWA, .Inly H. ~lc is not yet fully de- 
cided wliotlier the pending claim of the 
C. P. it. against tho government in regard 
to the Britiali Columbia sections of the 
I'acitic railway will bo aubiiiitted to arbi- 
tration or not. The claim, your corres- 
pondent is informed on the very best au- 
thority, ia not for any stated amount, ami 
the circumstances which gave rise to it 
are these: When the guvernineut was nii- 
derlaking the construction of the C. P. K. 
aa a government work, and before the 
agreement with the syndicate some five or 
ai.x sections were let by the government to 
Onderdonk and other contractors. The 
.schedules of the quantities and apeoitica- 
tioiib for ilio.ie Contract:! called for ,1 very 
high class of Work, lint after the contriictb 
were lei the govuriinieiit resolved that tho 
work alionld lie cheajioiied, and Sir Charles 
Tuppur 8(. atated in parliament. He said 
in 187U and 1880 that tho government had 
instructed the engineers to cheapen the 
i(i;id as much as possible consistent «ilii 
safety.

JOHN SHERMAN. 

Tlin Famous American Senator Vlstlng Vic- 
toria— Sketch of the If an and his Views. 

On Sunday evening a ptirty of distin- 
guished gentlemen arrived in the city on 
the Yosemite, comprising .Senator .John 
.Sherman, of Ohio; Coiigreasinen Groseve- 
iior and Thompson, ex-Congressiimii 
Townsend, and Gen. .J. L. Robinson, 
secretary of state. The entire p.irty pro- 
ceeded to the Uriard and yesterday morn- 
ing left by the Sound steamer for Soittio, 
whence they ex|)ect to return to-morrow. 
There is ii strung desire by people in the 
I nited Stjitea to elect Senator Sherman 
tu the pieaidciicy for the next term and 
he was recently nominated by the Reimb- 
licaii convention of ( )hio as tbeir choice 
lor a candidate. This popularity is not 
alone attested in his own state, but is no- 
ticeable throughout the entire west. 

Senator Sherman is a brother of Gen. 
\V. T. Sherman, whose famous "March to 
the .Sea" was one of the most iioliceable 
episodes in the Aniericjin revolution. 

In appeiirunce the gentleman portrays 
t ho fact that ho is a leader and a man of 
remarkable force of character, conibiiiod 
with extraordinary talent. He is tall and 
slim, erect and manly in bis mien, and 
Ilia feiiliirea are partially obacureil by u 
short beard, wdiile his keen eye belies the 
fact that he is sixty-four years of age. 
There ia soiiietliing in the sincerity id" the 
man that reminds one of Lincoln, and in 
many instances he is like the statesman 
of the (d 1 school, wliose forceful charac- 
ters are atampcd indelibly in the annalaof 
.Vnierican hiatory. Senator Sliormaii 
i^verywhore aliowa himsLdf a man of the 
])bople, and he ia coiirtuiuis and interest- 
ed in all, for to bo court eous, be has only 
to be natural. He is a lawyer by prof ea- 
sioii and commenced to practice in 1844. 
He was a member of the U. S. Congreaa 
from 1H55 U> 1861, and was elected to 
the Senate in 1861 and re-elected in 18(itj 
and 1872. He was appointed Secretary 
of the Treasury under the administration 
of President Hayes, after which he re- 
entered the Senate, of which ho is at pre- 
sent presiding officer, his term expiring 
in 18i);{. 

Senator Sherman and, indeed, the en- 
tiro [larty of gi'iitloinen are delighted with 
the beauties of the Canadian Pacific road 
over which they came in a private car. 
The senator was induced to visit Victoria 
by hia brother, Gijiieral Sherman, who 
was hero, laat year, and left Vancouver 
Island charmed with all the natural »t- 
tractioiis it possesses. 

To a Colonist representative Senator 
Sheriimn expressed himself as surprised 
at tho grand attractions on the Canadian 
Pacilic, and the lovely passage from the 
Mainland, winding among hundreds of 
little i.slands, the whole journey lermiimt- 
iiig in a seiiao of pleasurable anticijiation 
uf visiting all tho charming points of in- 
terest in and around Victoria.

Regarding the fisheries dispute, he had 
only to say that be hojied tlie Canadian 
authorities would not conliniie to refuse 
shelter and all other good things lislier- 
iiieii need to American lishers. The t inted 
States accord everyone in the wurld thoae 
(irivileges and does not like tube debarred 
fioiii them, especially by her nearest 
iiuiglibors. 

He did not think ho would have time 
to go to Alaska, but desired to aee more 
of Victoria. He visited here several years 
ago, befiu'o British Coluiiibia became part 
of Canada. The senator was non-com- 
tiiital on the presidential i|uestion, stating 
that he is on a pleasure trip, and has for 
tho nonce forgotten politics. 

Upon bis return from the Sound to- 
morrow Senator .Sherman will visit the 
various points of interest here.
